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O P I N I O N

The appellant, Michael A. Edwards, appeals as of right from a judgment of the trial

court summarily dismissing his suit for post-conviction relief.  The trial court found the suit

was barred by the statute of limitations.   In this Court, the appellant contends his suit was

not barred by the statute of limitations, the issues had not been previously determined, and

he presents several issues addressing the merits of the issues raised in the trial court.

After a thorough review of the record, the briefs submitted by the parties, and the

authorities governing the issues presented for review, it is the opinion of this Court that the

judgment of the trial court should be affirmed pursuant to Rule 20, Tennessee Court of

Criminal Appeals.

The appellant seeks to challenge pleas of guilty he entered on February 10, 1987.

The statute of limitations in post-conviction cases clearly bars relief in this case.

Furthermore, this Court addressed the very guilty pleas he attacks in this case and found

these pleas met constitutional muster.  Michael A. Edwards v. State, Shelby County No.

02-C-01-9209-CR-00206 (Tenn. Crim. App., Jackson, April 13, 1994), per. app. denied

(Tenn. August 1, 1994)("We affirm the judgment as to the petitioner's February 10, 1987,

guilty pleas and judgments.")
